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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims address a 
method and computer program for either window-controlled filtering of CT images where a 
transfer function relating window width and sharpness is provided and sharpness automatically 
calculated from the data, the window width, and the transfer function, or retrospectively filtering 
CT image stacks by determining an image characteristic, calculating a changed image 
characteristic, and visualizing the image stack with the changed image characteristic. This 
feature is neither shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art.
